HAIL DAMAGE TO 
PEARS REPORTE 


2 Freak Storms Saturday 
Morning Inflict Slight To 
Heavy Losses On Growers 


The fruit-growing area bounded on 
the south by sections of Missouri Flat 
iand Cold Springs, and _ extending 
northward to Gold Hill suffered some 
damage to the pear crop as the re- 


| struck early last Saturday morning. 


One storm hit tne area west and 
‘south from Gold Hill and another be- 
gan at Missouri Flat, swept into Cold 
Springs and northeasterly to the Wil- 
,kinson brothers ranches near Gold 
Hill. 


Two competent surveys made by of- 
ficials during the week indicate that in 
the case of individual growers in the 
areas affected may be said to range 
from slight to heavy, but it is declared 
no crops were “wiped out.” 

An analysis of the crop loss in these 
two surveys shows that not in excess of 
40 per cent of the crop in the area 
concerned was damaged by the hail, 
and that of this amount, probably 
half is not so badly damaged but that 
it will be saleable. 


It was pointed out that the pears are 
small at this time and that the crop 
is naturally subject to some dropping 
and that this combination of circum- 
stances might lead some to reach the 
conclusion that damage has been more 
severe than will actually prove to be 
the case as the crop begins to ma- 
ture.
